The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 3-4 and there dependents are allowable over the prior art cited in the actions of 
3/5/03 and 5/1 1/04. It is noted that Kazanori et al teach a cell separation device which would, at 
the most, include the V-region of only the L-chain or the V-region of only the L-chain (see 
claims 1 and 2 at page 4/38 of the translation). It is noted that the invention of instant claims 3 
and 4, to the contrary, would require CDRs from the V-regions of both the H- and L-chains of an 
anti-CD4 antibody.
